The rumors currently ru:pum.-,n!J and believed by
the people, are 1o the effect that Napoleon will oalv
remain at Wilhelmshohe untll the German army
ghall have entered Paris; that then he will return
thither, and, according a8 clreumstances permit,
elther gelze the relus of government himsell, or atnll-
cate in favor of Lis son.

Not o line of his face was
sgltered as he returned the military greetiog. lle
looked vacantly pow to the right and now to the
left; what or whom he saw coonld not be sald, IHis
face remained leaden and st as if every haman
feeling had long left his soul, it bore an expression
of the greatest apathy, almost to terror. 1t produced
an jey cold in me, He thanked the few who met
him mechenically, antomatically; his movements
were as 1ifeless as the muscles of his face,” Thls
